Almost  all  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are  served  by  a  piped 
water  sevice  maintained  by  the  Corporation.  There  are  however 
a  considerable  number  of  houses  still  supplied  by  a  standpipe  in 
the  yard  or  garden,  insome  oases  one  draw-off  tap  being  shared  by 
three  or  more  houses.

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2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

Glimmers  of  hope  that  the  actual  work  nay  begin  in  the 
reasonably  near  future  on  the  provision  off  at  least  part  of  the 
Borough  nain  drainage  systen  shew  through  the  mass  of  technical 
reports  and  correspondence  concerned  with  this  scheme.

4,  Closet  Accommodation, 


Approximately  700  of  tho  3,000  inhabit at od  houses  in  tho 
Borough  aro  fitted  with  pail  closets,  another  130  with  cesspool 
drainage  and  16  with  oarth  closets f 

There  can  bo  no  improvement  in  those  conditions  until  tho 
Borough  can  bo  adequately  sowerod,  Tho  nood  for  tho  abolition  of 
tho  Pail  closets  has  boon  many  tines  provod,  but  all  tho  reasons 
advanced  for  this  highly  dosirablo  scheme  havo  not  boon  sufficient 
to  overcome  tho  opposition  to  plans  for  tho  conploto  sewering  of 
the  Borough, 

Once  again  it  is  hopod  that  those  argunonts  v/ill  bo  advanced 
wfth  all  thoir  merit  in  order  to  secure  tho  pommoncomont  of  work 
to  provide  sewors  for  all  houses  at  present  without  this  olonontary 
mo  darn  r  o  quir onont , 


5.  Swimming  Baths  and  pools, 

1 Tho  Marino  Lake,  an  open  air  salt  wator  swimming  pool  of 
about  million  gallons  capacity,  is  situated  in  tho  Rocroation 
Ground_ano  is  owned  by  tho  Corporation,  Wator  is  drawn  from  tho 
Rivor  Blackwator  to  supply  the  lako  and  from  samples  takon  it  has 
been  demonstrated . that  this  water  is  quite  often  polluted, 
are  made  to  chlorinate  thewator  to  improve  its  purity,  but 
has  to  bo  done . manually  it  is  not  highly  successful. 

There  is  a  considerable  layer  of  muddy  sediment  at 
bottom  of  the  lako  and  this  frequently  causes  tha  wator  to 
and  dirty  and  may  very  probably  contribute  to  tho  poor  bacteriological 
quality  of  the  water,  I  consider  that  tho  lake  bottom  should  be 
cleaned  thoroughly  during  tho  winter  and  an  impervious  surface 
provided  in  order  to  keep  tho  water  clear,  A  further  improvement 
would  be  the  installation  of  pumping  machinery  and  a  waterfall  at 
one  side  to  aerate  the  wator  thoroughly. 
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6 .  Dipthoria  Immunisation. 


As  from  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  this 
became  tho  responsibility  of  the  Essex  County  Council,  through  tho 
agency  of  tho  fore  a  Health  Organisation.  During  the  last  3  years 
it  has  boon  found  airiest  inpossible  to  establish  how  nany  children 
are  innunised  annually,  or  how  nany  have  secondary  injections. 

This  absence  of  easily  accessible  and  accurate  rooords  is 
very  disturbing  as  unless  the  scheme  embraces  every  child  tho  danger 
of  outbreaks  of  Dipthoria  remains  possible. 

It  is  now  eight  years  since  a  case  oc cured  in  the  Borough, 
but  this  highly  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  nay  not  continue 
indefinitely,  if  nany  children  are  not  innunised  in  the  future.

9 .  Tuberculosis  -  Mass  Radiography. 

Tho  value  of  a  visit  of  tho  nass-rad;icgr<  -phy  Unit  was  stressed 
in  my  report  last  year,  such  a  Unit  having  visitod  tho  Borough  in 
September  1951.  A  return  visit  was  not  possiblo  in  1952,  but  I  feel 
sure  that  this  should  be  arranged  as  soon  as  possible.  These  Units 
have  already  proved  their  value  in  the  early  detection  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  and  tho  wider  their  field  of  operation  tho  more  offocivo 
is  the  result.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Another  year  has  ended  and  once  again  I  am  required  to 
summarise  the  happenings  of  the  past  twelve  months  and  endeavour  to 
strike  a  balance  between  the  progress  made  and  the  disappointments 
suffered.  Generally  speaking  I  foel  that  good  progress  has  been  made 
in  almost  all  the  activities  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  although 
efforts  to  deal  with  many  of  the  unfit  houses  in  the  Borough  have  not 
been  as  satisfactory  as  I  would  have  liked.  We  arc  or  should  bo 

chastened  by  our  failures  and  after  the  initial  shock  has  been 
sustained,  can  usually  start  again  and  work  the  harder  because  of  them. 
In  the  world  of  Public  Health  such  obstacles  must  be  overcome  almost 
every  day  and  it  is  because  of  this  facility  to  keep  trying  that  wo 
eventually  achieve  success. 

The  year  has  seen  further  improvement  in  the  clean  handling 
of  food  and  tho  general  standard  of  food  handling  throughout  tno 
Borough,  further  clearance  of  unfit  houses  and  the  provision  of 
additional  new  houses.  Much  -work  in  connection  with  the  repair  and 
improvement  of  old  houses  has  boon  undertaken,  not  the  least  of  which 
has  been  the  voluntary  effort  of  many  landlords  to  improve  their 
properties  whenever  tho  opportunity  arose.  The  general  Public  are 
very  health  congous  and  lose  no  chance  of  making  enquiries  at  the 
Health  Department  or  questioning  mo  when  they  meet  me  in  the  street. 
Although  tnis  latter  practice  can  bo  inconvenient  at  times  I  welcome 
it,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  that  it  gives  mo  an  opportunity  to 
spread  a  little  useful  propaganda. 

Tho  disappointments  during  the  year  include  the  lack  of 
progress  towards  tho  full-scale  sewerage  system  in  tho  Borough,  although 
there  are  signs  that  this  very  necessary  facility  is  a  little  nearer, 
in  that  tho  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  arc  considering 
giving  permission  for  a  part  of  the  scheme  to  bo  put  in  hand.  Duo  to 
various  causes  the  rate  of  house  building  has  slowed  down  considerably 
and  this  in  consoquenco  prevents  rauoh  urgent  rehousing  of  families. 

The  Marine  Lako  swimming  pool  has  again  given  cause  for  some  thought, 
tho  quality  of  tno  water  often  being  unsatisfactory.  I  do  not  think 
that  this  can  bo  improved  until  tho  Lako  is  provided  with  an  impervious 
floor  and  other  essential  improvements  mado. 


FOOD  HYGIENE.  Throughout  the  year  great  emphasis  has  been  laid  an 
the  fur tlier  improvement  of  food  handling  and  tho  cleanliness  of  food 
preparation  promises.

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GENERAL  SANITATION  On  page  36  will  be  found  a  detailed  summary 
of  the  visits  and  'inspections  made  during  the  year.  A  total  of 
171  general  complaints  were  received  at  the  Health  Department,  and 
these  wore  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken  to  deal  with 
the  matters  in  question.  To  complete  tills  work  689  visits  and 
inspections  wore  necessary.  This  number  is  somo-what  lower  than 
in  1951  and  it  reflects  the  improvement  in  oo-oocration  from  owners 
of  property  where  repairs  wore  required.  Although  the  economic 
factors  relating  to  the  management  of  privately  owned  dwelling  house; 
let  at  controlled  rents  has  by  no  moans  improved,  it  is  f  ir  to  say 
that  more  c  rcful  thought  is  being  given  by  land-lords  in  connection 
with  the  repairs  of  their  property.  '  In  this  respect  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  has  boon  lightened.

RODENT  CONTROL.  Continuous  efforts  are  made  to  destroy  all  rats 
when  evidence  of  their  presence  is  observed.  The  methods  employed 
are  those  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

The  sewers  have  been  regularly  treated  and  some  infestations 
have  been  found.  Those  are  usually  in  those  portions  of  sower  which 
communicate  directly  with  the  river. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  employ  a  part  time  Operative  and  ho  is 
also  responsible  for  general  supervision  of  the  Council's  Refuse  Tip. 
Twenty  eight  complaints  have  boon  received  and  those  wore  all 
satisfactorily  treated . 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING-.  The  Borough  Engineer  is  responsible  for  the  public 
cleansing  services  in  the  Borough.  His  staff  undertake  a  weekly 
removal  of  house  refuse  from  all  premises  and  a  twice  weekly  collection 
of  night  soil  from  those  properties  fitted  with  pail  closets. 

A  Dennis  low  loading  freighter  of  11  cubic  yards  capacity  is  used 
for  refuse  collection.  .  This  vehicle  has  to  be  augmented  with  the 
use  of  a  2  ton  open  lorry,  in  order  to  keep  the  collection  down  to 
seven  days.  During  the  year  the  Council  took  delivery  of  a  combined 
Gully  emptying  and  night  soil  collection  vehicle,  supplied  by  the 
Bedford  Motor  Company  and  the  Eagle  Engineering  Company.  This  vehicle 
has  found  itself  to  bo  very  satisfactory  and  of  course  is  much  more 
hygienic  in  operation  than  the  makeshift  arrangements  previously 
employed. 

The  Council  have  also  placed  &n  order. for  another  Refuse  collection 
vehicle  and  it  is  hopca  that  this  will  soon  bo  delivered. 

The  night  soil  collection  service  works  very  .-/oil  in  view  of  all 
tho  adverse  conditions  which  arc  experienced .  One  of  the  biggest 
difficulties  is  to  maintain  a  full  staff  who  are  prepared  to  undertake 
tnis  necessary  but  unpleasant  task.  Very  few  complaints  are  received 
concerning  tho  service  given  and  I  think  the  staff  should  bo  given 
the  credit  they  deserve.  The  tip  is  reasonably  well  maintained,  but 
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it  needs  careful  supervision  to  keep  it  in  a  presentable  condition. 

It  is  in  a  very  prominent  position  and  is  constantly  under  tho 
gaze  of  all  the  visitors  to  Ivlaldon  who  visit  the  Recreation  Ground 
and  Promen  a.,  o ,  therefore  everything  possible  must  be  done  to  onsuro 
that  it  is  maintained  in  the  best  possible  manner,
